They show 
a number of drunken automobile driv- 
ers, the discovery of an illicit still, the 
decision of the Kitchener Relief Board 
to give no assistance to persons who pa- 
tronize the liquor vendors, and a stab- 
bing affray in which liquor is said to 
have played a part. 

This is not a very serious crime list 
for a province as large and thickly pop- 
ulated as Ontario. The Globe might 
well prepare a week-end crime list cov- 
ering a similar area in the United States 
where prohibition is in force. We doubt 
if any part of the dry land to the south 
of us would compare favorably with 
Canadian crime statistics. 


NUMBERING THE STREETS 


For a stranger within the gates to 
find his way about Edmonton is apt to 
prove something of a Chinese puzzle. 
And all because the streets are not 
adequately numbered. 

Recentiy a visitor to the city had 
occasion to walk up Jasper avenue. He 
was in search of 116th street. Not be- 
ing familiar with Edmonton methods, 
he did not note the number of the street 
from which he started and so keep 
count. Somewhere around 108th 
street the guiding signs®appeared and 
he was therefore obliged to ask a pass- 
erby for directions. 

These bright summer evenings there 
are, of course, plenty of pedestrians 
around to lend the stranger a guiding 
hand. But when the dark, cold winter 
nights come along, things will not be so 
rosy for a man seeking to find his way 
around. 

One of the first local improvements 
that should be undertaken is the effi- 
cient numbering of all the thorough- 
fares of the city. There should be a 
sign at every street corner—a sign that 
could easily be seen. 


PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENTS OR 
DONKEY ENGINES? 


One development of the recent cam- 
paign which deserves some serious at- 
tention was the intervention of provin- 
cial governments in the federal contest, 
to an extent that is quite unusual, an 
extent that has in fact seldom if ever 
been equalled. 

In three of the provinces, Ontario, 
Saskatchewan and New Brunswick, the 
Conservative provincial governments 
simply went out of business as adminis- 
trative bodies during recent weeks and 
devoted the time and talents for which 
they were drawing pay from the pro- 
vincial treasuries to the effort to pull 
down one Dominion government and set 
up another. In British Columbia, the 
Tolmie Government took a less con- 
Spicuous but quite active part with the 
Same objective, as did the Conservative 
Government of Nova Scotia. Perhaps 
to somewhat restore the balance, the 
Liberal Government of Quebec entered 
the fray on the other side during the 
closing week 

The point is not that they were Con- 
Servative provincial governments which 
took this course, evidently in fulfill- 
ment of a conspiracy entered into long 
before the election was announced. The 
broad question is whether it is to the 
public advantage that a provincial gov- 
ernment, of whatever party, should thus 
make itself a donkey-engine in the me- 
chanical equipment of a federal party 
exert its influence, spend its time and 
more or less provincial money, and em- 
ploy its patronage, in the service of a 
Dominion political organization. 

There has been during the last twen- 
ty years a steadily developing body of 
opinion to the effect that a provincial 
overnment should devote itself to the 
ie of governing its province, leaving 
it to the electors to decide how and by 
whom Dominion affairs are to be con- 
ducted. And an equally pronounced fee!- 
ing that federal politicians should keep 
themselves aloof when provincial con- 

tests are under way « 

It is interesting, but not very import- 
ant, to note that Conservative newspa- 
pers, the Edmonton Journal included,

have been the loudest and most persist- 
ent in demanding that there must be no 
interference by provincial or federal 
authorities in the political field of the 
other. 

The action of the three Conservative 
provincial governments named has 
thrust that issue into the foreground, 
and invites a decision as to whether 
there is to be this separation of provin- 
cial and federal politics and parties, or 
whether intermeddling is to become the 
accepted rule. 

One point would seem to be beyond 
question. If provincial governments are 
going to make themselves subsidiaries 
of federal parties, the federal parties will 
be bound in their own interest to take a 
hand in provincial political contests, and 
every provincial election will become a 
battle roval between Dominion parties 
fighting to protect their subsidiaries and 
to overthrow those of the “enemy”. 

One other thing is clear enough 
Unless something is done to check this 
sort of interference there will be more 
interference in future—not less. The 
prospect thus opened up is not one that 
can be viewed with satisfaction by the 
public. Nor in the long run would the 
advantage lie with either party, in fed- 
eral or provincial .fields. They would 
alternately share both the _ political 
benefits and the political disadvantages 
of the guerilla warfare, while the tax- 
payers would pay the bill in the waste 
of public funds and the general bedevil- 
ment of public policy and administra- 
tion.
